TO Tl-IE PUBLIC. 


I have just risen from ihe second and 


careful perusal of ihe eloquent letter of 
the Hon. R I C H A R D RUSH, to ihe Anti- 
Masonic Committee of York county. 1 
have also read ihe proceedings of ihe 
Anti-Masonic Convention at Karris- 
burg, with allention. 
The fervid spir- 


it of Mr. Rush's letter, could not fail 
deeply to affect me. 
The most cold 


could not read that address w i t h o u t e- 
motion ; nor ihe most prejudiced, with- 
out paying to lhat gentleman ihe tri- 
bute o!'acknowledgement due to supe- 
rior genius. 
As lo accord wilh him 


was a pleasure; to differ from him is 
painful; more especially is it painful lo 
be ihe object, in connexion with a con- 
siderable number of my fellow citizens, 
of his keenly severe, and I hope to be 
pardoned for saying, I think, unmeri- 
ted denunciation. I am a Mason and 
a Primer. 
In the presence of Heaven 


and the world I declare it, in ihe pano- 
ply of conscious innocence—lhat in re- 
lation to ihe crimes alleged I am guil- 
ty, neither in thought, word nor deed ; 
and lhat ihe denunciations of public 
disfavor imprecated on my head, and 
those who stand on the same ground, 
are felt to be unmerited and unjust. 


Gladly would I leave our vindication 


to a more able pen ; but pale fear is a- 
broad in the land ; masons are a pro- 
scribed sect; prudence whispers lo cow- 
er before the storm, for lhat peradven- 
ture it may pass over and the cautious 
be not personally scathed ; much may 
l^e lost and nothing be gained by ihe 
conflict. 
But having two years ago, 


briefly expressed an opinion on the sub- 
ject, under my proper signature, when 
the Anti-Masonic standard was first 
unfurled in Pennsylvania, I seem, in 
the absence of an abler champion, lo be 
called upon to sustain the opinions ihen 
expressed ; the correctness of which 1 
have never for a moment doubted.— 
The maxim of my life has been—Do 
your duty and trust in God. Many a 
storm has passed over me—the billows 
have rolled below and ihe lightnings 
played above; without claiming exemp- 
tion from error or the frailties of our 
nature, I know that my heart, in res- 
pect to my country, has ever been right 
—that in respect to my fellow men I 
have in no case been chargeable with 
intentional wrong; and thus far. lo ihe 
age of fifty, a consciousness of good in- 
tenlions and ihe public favor have sus- 
tained me. 


Thus impressed, wilh the utmost 


plainness and simplicity, I will endeav- 
or to examine ihe mailer at issue; and 
respectfully pray you. fellow citizens, to 
bear me with patience, and to preserve 
your judgment free to make an impar- 
tial decision. 


What is ihe question ? Is it wheth- 


er WILLIAM MORGAN- was murdered : 
murdered by Masons in the Slate of 
New-York ? Not so. 
On these points 


there seems to be a general concur- 
rence of opinion. Is the matter at is- 
sue, whether ihe murder was a mobl 
cruel and detestable violation of the 
rights of humanity, as of the laws of 
God and the land, demanding the seve- 
rest punishment which society can in- 
flict ; and tlie execration of every good 
citizen, upon the bloody perpetrators .' 
2sTot so- 
On this point 1 have never 


heard, or seen, in Pennsylvania, the 
least contrariety of opinion. 
Every 


j^ood man, \\helher he be a mason or 
not, concurs in tlie scntimcn; of decided 
condemnation, am! says in the Language 
of eternal jnsficc—"Let ihe guilty bi- 
punished and let ihe iujjoceni go fret'." 


What the:: is ihe true t^H'sUon : — 
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ever pure his patriotism—elevated his 
character 
powerful his talent 
or 


f a i l h f u l his services, shall hold any of- 
fice of honor, irusl or profit, in ihe gov- 
e r n m e n t of his count! y ; — t h a t he shall 
so far forth, be u t t e r l y disfranchised.— 
He shall neither defend his country in 
war. nor maintain her rights in peace, 
in any oflu-ial station, b u t be degraded 
—exiled from her confidence, and be 
forever despised and disgraced. 


Nay more; this proscription stops 


not here. 
There are those who do not 


see the propriety of visiting the sins of 
the g u i l t y upon the heads of the inno- 
cent, and refuse to join in \.\ie.anal/iemn 
maranathtt against all Masons. 
There 


shall be no neutrals, said Napoleon in 
Ihe pride of his victorious career.— 
There shall be no neutrals, proclaim 
ihe Anti-Masonic parly. 
We embla- 


zon the motto upon our standard.— 
Cursed be every member of ihe Ma- 
sonic fraternity, and cursed be he that 
wilt not join to curse them, is, in effect, 
their language.—"No man should be 
supported fur ANY office who is not a 
known"—aye more, and an "ACTIVE AN- 
TI-MASON'.'

Now, Fellow Citizens, this appears to 


me to be wronu; in principle and policy— 
cruel and unjnsl lo nil who are innocent— 
proscripfioe and uncharitable in ihe ex- 
treme." 


. The Irue and only just ground for 


the formation and maintenance of polit- 
ical parties, seems to me to be—To 
sustain a general system of principles 
and measures in the Governments of 
ihe State and Union. 
Previous lo and 


during Ihe Revolutionary war,ihe ques- 
tion upon which parties divided was— 
Shall I3ritish aggressions be resisled or 
submitted to f 
After the Peace, there 


arose the great question whether we 
should have a more efficient Federal 
Government or remain in the chaotic 
stale in which we were left under ihe 


masons or tolerants ? 
Suppose anoth- 


er attempt should be made by N. 15. 
Boileau, Esq. a distinguished Anti-Ma- 
son of Montgomery co. (whose name I 
see on one of the Committees appoint- 
ed at Harrisburg,) to call a Convention 
to destroy our 'nappy Constitution, un- 
der pretence of amending it; will the 
party follow their leader in that wild 
scheme ofanarchy and disorganization ? 
Will they refuse to unite with masons 
and tolerants in defence of the Consti- 
tution, which should be-so dear to us 
all ? Is the Anti-Masonic party united 
in respect to the policy that ought to be 
oursued to sustain the National lailh 
pledged lo the Indians upon our bord- 
ers ? 
Are they united in respect to the 


Tarill'? 
A r e ihey agreed in I'avor of a 


System of National Improvements?— 
\Voulci they u n i t e d l y aid-to recharter 
the U. States' B a n k ? or arc these mat- 
ters wholly passed over, making no part 
of their creed, and are they of one mind 
on this point only—To exclude every 
man from office who is not a "known 
and ACTIVE Anti-Mason ?;J 
And I take 


the liberty, with great deference, to 
submit the question to those who love 
their country, whether it is wi.se and 
patriotic, to withdraw themselves, at a 
moment of so much difficulty and ex- 
cilement, from ihe 
general mass 
of 


their fellow citizens who are struggling 
lo maintain principles and interests, 
now eminently endangered, which in 
common we deem of the highest conse- 
quence to the public prosperity, to be 
preserved ? 
And 
especially would I 


ask stable and prudent men. whether 
it be wise to associate with a party 
which, from the narrow ground of its 
constitution, cannot, in all h u m a n prob- 
ability, continue long in existence ?— 
From these considerations I venture to 
express the opinion, that the founda- 
tion on which the Anti-Masonic party 
is formed is '•'•wrong in principle and pal-

I have also said,'Tt is cruel and 


new Constitution was adopted there a- 
rose new parties on the contested points 
of funding the public debt, and provi- 
ding revenues for the payment of inter- 
est, Uie preservation of national faith 
and honor; combined with associated 
measures for the general organization 
of the Government. 
The French Rev- 


olution and the convulsions incident 
thereto, raised among us the points on 
which parlies afterwards divided— 


! namely, how far we should pursue a 


I course of strict neutrality; or how far 


I we were in gratitude and policy bound 


to aid our ancient ally. 
Then came up 


the subject of resistance to English and 
French encroachments—the restrictive 
system—the war ; and after ihe war a- 
rose ihe important questions which now 
agitate the Nation—whether Domestic 
Induslrv should be protected ? Wheth- 
er a system of Internal Improvement 
should be prosecuted by the Nation ?— 
All ihese are recognized as fair and le- 
gitimate grounds for Hie formation of 
parties. 
The success of the one or the 


other parly gives success to the mea- 
sures which that party advocate. 
In 


the ascendancy of one or the other, the 
People have a pledge for the advance- 
ment of certain principles and interests. 


It does not so seem to me, in respect 


to the anti-masonic party. The most 
heterogeneous and opposing principles 
may exist among them in respect to 
measures of National and Stale policy. 


] On the same ticket may be the friends 


I of the Tariff and the enemies of the Ta- 


i riff, neutralising each other. 
On 
the

In this point of view allow 


me to examine the mailer. 


If there be any one maxim more 


deeply founded in eternal truth and 
justice than another, it is—"Thai the in- 
nocent ou«ht not lo suffer for the crimes of 
[he guilty.*' 
Ought all masons to be 


punished for the wickedness of a part? 
By what rule of justice, by what princi- 
ple recognized by our laws or republi- 
can institutions is it, lhal the Masons 
of Pennsylvania should be made res- 
ponsible for the sins of a small portion 
of those in N. York ? Is there any 
principle iu ethics which sustains such 
a course? 
The ground taken, if I un- 


derstand il is—"You belong lo the 
same society with ihe murderers, and 
therefore are guilty?" G u i l t y ! Why 
not then execute all masons? 
If guil- 


ty, lhat would be proper. 
If innocent, 


why punish at all ? 
Where do you 


draw the line of distinction between en- 
tire guilt, deserving death ; and partial 
guilt deserving disfranchi.->ement ? But 
ihe men who murdered Morgan belong- 
ed to a Christian Community.—So it 
would be regarded by Mussulmen.— 
They belonged to a Republican Com- 
munity.—So il would be considered by 
the Aristocrats of Europe-

The butcheries of ihe Catholics 


and H u g u e n o t s in France—the murder 
of the Innocents—the public and pri- 
vate executions by the Spanish, and 
Poituccuese Inquisitions—the hrcs of 
Smithlield—the massacres in Ireland- 
ami in the name too of the Prince of 
Peace. 
Certainly, without meaning to 


make the slightest comparison between 
Free Masonry and the holy principles 
of Christianity, I may be allowed lo say 
—that if belonging to the same society 
with those who commit crimes, Sc per- 
petrate iniquity in the name and in sup- 
port of the principles of that society, 
renders all its members guilty and res-_ 
ponbible, it requires more acuteness ol 
perception than I possess, lo see, why 
all Christians are not guilty and respon- 
sible for these butcheries. Do I assert 
thai lhey are ? 
God forbid. 
I give 


utterance lo no such heresy. 
Nor do 


I admit that the masons of Pennsylva- 
nia are in the slightest degree guilty ir- 
responsible for the murder of Morgan. 
To visit us, therefore, who are Masons, 
or who are not "known and ACTIVK An- 
ft-Masons," with perpetual exclusion 
from all places of public trust and con- 
fidence, for the offence of certain ma- 
sons in New-York, seems lo me cruel 
and unjust. 


But say the Anti-Masons, "You are a 


SKCUKT socierv"—"Your meetings are 
secret " Let ua bring this charge to 
the touchstone. 


First—Is secrecy, itself, a crime ?—- 


Are not many proper and very innocent 
things done in secret? 
Sterne some- 


where says, that when a man plains a 
tree he goes before the world and in the 
face of day ; but when he plants a child, 
he hides himself in secret; and com- 
plains of the iuconsistcncy. 
Do not 


many Religious Societies hold meet- 
ings at which none but the initiated are 
present ? 
JDoes not every Bank have 


its secrets; and even are ihc Directors 
allowed to know the whole arcana of 
the- institution? 
Are 
not Cabinet 


Councils of the National Administra- 
tion secret and inviolable deliberations, 
from which time does not remove the 


I seal of confidence ? 
Do not the Senate 


of the U. States; agents of the People 
and acting for the People, go into se- 
cret conclave almost daily, during the 
sessions of Congress ! 
Has not the 


head of an Army secrets which even he 
does not disclose to the President or 
Congress ? 
And is uot ihe inference 


conclusive, that the mere fact of a. se- 
cret being kept, is not, of itself, neces- 
sarily a crime ? 
Pursue this consider- 


ation a little further. 
Can that fairly 


be regarded as a secret, at least a dan- 
gerous one, which is confessedly known 
to some thousands, in different states 
and nations scattered over ihe earth ? — 
Can it be justly regarded in that light, 
when any man of good moral charac- 
ter can gain admittance and a know- 
ledge of it, by paying a small and cus- 
tomary fee ? 
I speak of the mere form 


of initiation, for I suppose it is known 
lhat all the proceedings of every lodge 
are recorded—their accounts kept and 
audited ; and if not obtruded on the 
public, it has not been from disrespect 
or a desire of concealment, but because 
they were not supposed to be of any 


i public interest. 
Religious Societies 


and other benevolent associations, have 


j accounts which custom has nol sanc- 


i tioned the presentation of lo ihe public 


eye. 
Who has ever seen, or where has 


ever been published, a statement of the

And here 1 may be allowed to say, 


that in the various and sharp conflicts 
for office in which 1 have been con- 
cerned, J am not conscious ihat^ being' 
a mason ever gave me an additional 
vole. 
Nor did 1 ever vote for a mason, 


merely as such ; nor has my support 
ever been varied in ihe slightest degree 
by the consideration thai one candidate 
was a mason, and another was not.-— 
Thai masonry has nol been political iu 
Pennsylvania! 1 think must be cleared 
every impartial mind, conversant with 
our history. Masons have belonged 
exclusively lo no political sect. 
Ol 3.0 


County Commissioners chosen since 
1809, in Chester county, only 3 were 
mr-sons, when elected, if my informa- 
tion be correct. 
At variance on politi- 


cal topics as in religious opinions, ma- 
sons have again and again supported 
men, who were not of the order, against 
those on an opposing ticket, who were 
personal friends as well as members of 
ihe same lodge. 


To a common remark, that masons 


have had an undue share of the offices, 
it may be observed — that being in pub- 
lic life, frequenting county towns and 
cities, where lodges usually meet, has 
probably made more public men ma- 
sons, than masonry has made public 
men. 
Nor as an objection, ought the 


fact, if admitted, to have so odious and 
disfranchising an influence, as some 
would contend for, unless it can be 
shown that, when in office, public du- 
ties have not been satisfactorily per- 
formed by them. 
On all hands it is 


admitted that the Governments of the 
Stale and Union have been, in ihe main, 
conducled on liberal principles to sat- 
isfactory results ; which, if masons have!. 
had a preponderating influence, may bo 
fairly construed into 
commendation, 


rather than dispraise. 
To say thai an 


army had been signally victorious over 
the public foe, but that army had a con- 
siderable portion of masons In its ranks, 
and therefore that masons should not 
be permitted to serve, would be, lo say. 
ihe least, an illogical inference, if not 
an absurd conclusion. 
In this particu- 


lar I take it they are like their iellovr- 
cilixens precisely. — If intelligent, virtu- 
ous and inciusirious, they make useful 
public officers. 
On ihe contrary, if 


they arc ignorant, vicious or idle, then, 
arc they worthless, and ought to be dis- 
carded. 


Is it then just thai I and every Mason 


in Pennsylvania should be disfranchi- 
sed, forever excluded from holding any 
office of honor, Irust or profit, because 
certain blood-thirsty villains in New- 
York, who bear and disgrace the name 
of masons, have been guilty of a dread- 
ful crime- — a crime which we disavow 
and detest ? Where lies the justice f 
What have we done to forfeit our ines- 
timable political rights ? Were there 
a majority in the Assembly of Anti- 
masons, would it be proper in them to 
pass an ex post faclo luw, and say, Ev- 
ery man who is a mason is hereby de- 
clared to be incapable of holding any 
office of honor, trust or profit in this 
Commonwealth — or should a majority 
prevail in Congress, would such a law 
be just, as regards ihe Union ? I have 
been laugh I thai passing ex post faclo 
laws — laws punishing as crimes-those 
acts that were not forbidden at the time 
they were done, but regarded as inno-> 
cent, was u highly despotic proceeding-. 
If then improper and unconstitutional 
to be done uy ihc fairly elecied renre- 
senlalives of the people in Assembly 
met, it is not plain to my comprehen- 
sion how it could be proper lo intro- 
duce sur.h u rule of action — such a de- 
cree of disfranchihcmeiit, by a self-con- 
.sthuted, irresponsible society.

a statement, which, it seems, you have 
prepared for the Public, p u r p o r t i n g to 
contain separate conversations w i t h the 
President and myself, relative to an al- 
legation made in the public journals, 
that Gen. Jackson 
luid authorized a 


Member of Congress to r e q u i r e of 
Messrs. Berrien, Branch, and yourself, 
and your ('amilies, to associate w i t h Maj. 
Eaton and his family, u n d e r the p e n a l t y 
of being dismissed from office. 
You 


refer to two articles in the Globe to jus 
tify your appeal to the public, previ- 
ously to receiving my answer, in w h i c h 
it appeared that 1 had denied the above 
allegation, if it had any allusion to me. 
After the p u b l i c a t i o n of t h i s a c c u s a t i o n 
against Gen Jackson, 1 received a let- 
ter from a friend, i n t i m a t i n g t h a t ! was 
the member of Congress to whom a l l u - 
sion was made, and rcquesled to know 
if I had ever made such a communica- 
tion. 
In my answer, 1 confined myself 


to the specific accusation thus publicly 
made against the President, and w h i c h 
is attributable to yourself, and most un 
equivocally denied that Gen. Jackson 
ever made such a requisition t h r o u g h 
me, and as positively denied ever hav- 
ing made such a statement to you. On 
the contrary, I asserted, and now re- 
peat, I did inform you, in each and ev- 
ery interview, that the President dis- 
claimed any right or intention to inter- 
fere in any manner whatever w i t h the 
regulation of your private or social in- 
tercourse. 


Thus, in a matter in which I was en- 


gaged to serve you and other friends, 
in a matter of a delicate and h i g h l y con- 
fidential nature, and in w h i c h I succeed- 
ed, unexpectedly J found myself pre- 
sented in the public journals as a wit- 
ness impeaching one of those friends, 
and ascribing to him declarations he 
never made; and placed in that a f i t u d e 
by you, self-respect and self-defence cal- 
led upon rne to correct that erroneous

t i l l Sat in day, t h a t 1 m'mht h a v e the op- 
p o r t u n i t y of two d a y s to converse \ \ i t h 
them. 
When I made my report to the 


President, I informed him that I was 
confirmed in my opinion previously ex- 
pressed, t h a t he had been misinfoi rm-d 
as to the c o m b i n a t i o n and conspiracy 
I informed him of your u n e q u i v o c a l 
and positive d e n i a l of ihe fact, and com- 
municated e v e r y t h i n g w h i c h transpi- 
red between us calculated to satisfy bis 
mind on 
th<- s'.b|eci. 
It was this re- 


port of mine t'nat gave him satisfaction, 
and changed his feeling's ftnd defcnrtiun- 
Hon—not ,'nv "mind as you have suppo- 
sed ; with me he had tio ground to 
change. 
lie hud assumed none except 


t h a t w h i c h I have slated ; nor did I ev- 
er muke u'-e. o! such an expression to 
you t h a t he had changed his ground.— 
It is true that I informed you t h a t the 
President was very m u c h excited, but 
I do not now recollect the precise lan- 
guage used to convey my idea of that 
excitement 
I presume you had the 


advantage of your p r i v a t e memoranda, 
when you i.ny 1 compared him to a 
roaring Lion. 


You attribute to me another declara- 


tion w h i c h I ne\er made—llr.u on our 
way to Mr. Beriien's I stated t h a t the 
President had informed me that he 


Having t h u s acted, to my great morti- 
fication I find myself dragged before 
the public to vindicate myself against 
.sentiments and conversations i m p u t e d 
to me by a part of those friends, 
w i t h - 


out the o p p o r t u n i t y of explaining to 
them their misapprehension of what J 
did say. 


W i t h o u t a d v e r t i n g to any f u r t h e r in- 


accuracies of your letter and s t a t e m e n t , 
I have the honor 1 lo be, very respect-

Extract of a letter from the Editor 


of tbe Norfolk Herald to his friend in 
Baltimore, dated 


NOKFOUC, 24ih Aug. -331. 


I have a horrible, a heart-rending 


tale to relate, and lest even its worst 
features might be distorted by rumor 
and exaggeration, I have thought it 
proper to give you all and tbe worst in- 
formation that has as yet reached us 
through the best sources of intelligence 
which the nature of the case will ad- 
mit. 


A gentleman arrived here yesterday 


express from Suffolk, wiih intelligence 
from the upper part of Southampton 
county, stating that a band of insur- 
gent slaves (some of them believed to 
be runaways 
from 
the neighboring 


Swamps,) bad turned out on -Sunday 
night last, and murdered several whole 
families, amounting to 40 or 50 indi- 
viduals. 
Some of the families were na- 


med, and among them was that ol Mrs. 
Catharine Whitebead, sister of our 
•worthy townsman, Dr. N. C. White- 
head, 
who, with 
her son and five 


daughters, fell a sacrifice to the savage 
ferocity of these demons in human 
shape. 


The insurrection was represented as 


one of a most alarming character, tho' 
it is believed to have originated only in 
a design to plunder, and not wiih a 
view to a more important object—as 
Mrs. Whitehead being a wealthy lady 
was supposed to have bad a large sum 
of money in her house. 
Unfortunately 


a large number of the effective male 
population was absent at Camp Meet- 
ing in Gates county, some miles off, a 
circumstance which gave a temporary 
security to the brigands in the pei petra- 
lion of their butcheries; and the panic 
which they stiuck at the moment pre- 
vented the assembling of a force suffi- 
cient to check their career. 


As soon as this intelligence was re- 


ceived, our authorities met, and deci- 
ded on making an immediate applica- 
tion to Col. HOUSK, commanding at 
Poriress Monroe, who at 6 o'clock ibis 
morning embarked on Hoard the -steam 
boat Hampton, wiih three Companies 
and a piece of artillery for Snfi.jlk — 
These troops were re-inforeed in ihc 
Roads by detachments from the U. S. 
ships Warren, and Natchez, the v, hole 
amounting to ne<tily 3'50 men. 


To day another express arrived from 


Suffolk, confirming ihe disnMruiis new*. 
of the preceding one. and adding Mill 
more to the number of ihe slain.

insurgents are believed to h,i\e from 
100 lo 350 mounted mtn, and about ihe 
same on foot.

dangerous, as any the annals of history 
can afford, and ihe particulars, of which 
I am now going to give, you a short, 
and necessarily, at tbe present moment, 
a very superficial account.

Defeat of the Poles near Wilna, 


BKIIUN, J u l y 6 —The Prussian State 


Gazette of ibis date contains a long ar- 
ticle dated from the Russian head-quar- 
ters, P u l t u s k , June 28, giving an offi- 
cial and detailed account of the lo'al 
defeat of the united forces of General 
Gielgnd and Clapowski, in an attack 
on the Russian troops posted at and 
round Wihia, consisting ol the division 
of Gen. Baron Von Sacken. reinforced 
by some regiments of the Guards un- 
der the command of Gen. Baron Kuru- 
ta. 
The rebels being entirely foiled by 


the dreadful fire of the artillery in their 
at tern pi to carry tbe heights, were com- 
pelled to retreat, and were pursued by 
the Russian cavalry. 
Gen. Kurnta, 


who bad reserved part of ihe Imperial 
Guard to cover the heights which are 
so important for ihe defence of Wilna, 
now ordered ihe cavalry of ihe Guard 
and the Lithuanian regiments to aitack, 
w h i c h thev did with such impetuosity 
t h a t the enemy could not destroy the 
bridge over ihe Wilna. 
The enemy 


being driven across the river, and fly- 
ing in consternation on the road to Kau- 
en, Gen. K u r u t a ordered ihe ligbl cav- 
alrv to pursue, which he was induced 
to do bv the news that Count Tolsoi 
commander-in-chief of the army of re- 
serve, was at hand with, two divisions. 
This junction completelely secures Wil- 
na, and will afford means of acting with 
energy against 'Gielgud's division — 
The Russians took 600 prisoners, in- 
cluding eight officers. 


The Cholera Morbtis has made its 


appearance at St. Petersburg—but in a 
mild form as yet. Precautionary mea- 
sures against this ten ible disease are 
being taken throughout the different 
countries of Europe which it has not 
yet reached. 


Pennsylvania.—A meeting of tbe na- 


tional republicans of Dauphin county 
took place at Harrisburg, on Monday, 
ihe 15lh inst. to take measures to send 
a delegate to the national republican 
convention at Baltimore.
